WASHINGTON (AP)-An esti- 


mated 83.4 percent of the Negro 
pupils in Arkansas attended all" 
Negro schools last year, accord- 
ing to the report submitted Mon- 
day by the U.S. Commission on 
Civil Rights to President John- 
son and Congress. 


The report said 15.9 per cent 


of the Negro students in Arkan- 
sas in the last school year at- 
tended schools where they made 
up less than 95 per cent of the 
student body. 


Southern schools with a lower 


percentage included Florida, 2.9, 
North Carolina , 12.8, Georgia 
6.6, South Carolina 4.9, Louisi- 
ana 3.6, Mississippi 3.2, and Ala- 
bama 2.4. 


Southern states with a higher 


percentage of Negroes attend- 
ing schools with whites were 
Texas 34.6, Tennessee 21.9, and 
Virginia 20. 


Seven Arkansas 
school dis- 


tricts had been cited in the re- 
port for poor performances as 
of April 14, 1967. They wereDe- 
sha 
County, Lawson, 
Un- 


ion County, NewEdinburg, Cleve- 
land County, Strong, Village, Col- 
umbia County and Wilmot. 


The 
report criticized the 


"fresdom-of-cholce" plan, but 
noted that the U.S. Eighth Cir- 
cuit Court of Appeals had af- 
firmed approval by federal Dis- 
trict Court at Little Rock of Lit- 
tie Rock School Districts "free- 
dom-of«choice." 


The report said the court was 


"impressed by the progress 
which already had been made in 
Little Rock," and that this 
prompted the court to take a 
"wait and see" attitude.

State Treasurer William Winter 
and U.S. Rep. John Bell Wil- 
liams headed today for a runoff 
battle for the governorship of 
Mississippi after outdistancing 
the other five candidates in the 
race. 


With almost 62 per cent of the 


state's 
precincts 
reporting, 


Winter and Williams each held 
a commanding lead of some 50,- 
000 votes over their nearest ri- 
/al. 
, 
Mississippi Negroes scored 


their biggest victories since Re- 
construction days. More than 50 
Negroes ran for local and coun- 
ty offices throughout the state 
and several triumphed over white 
opponents. 


In the governor's race, former 


Gov. Ross Barnett, 69, whose 
efforts to block Integration of 
the University of Mississippi in 
1962 made him a national fig- 
ure, trailed badly and was out 
of contention. He had campaign- 
ed vigorously. 


With 1,100 of 2,124 precincts 


reporting. Winter had 96,061 
votes, Williams 90,262 andcoun- 
try music singer James "LiU 
tie Jimmy" Swan 49,604. Swan 
had promised free segregated 
private schools if elected, and it 
was believed he cut deeply into 
B arnett's expected vote.

will have ever held." 


He said that he will offer bas-

Rockefeller said he doesn't 


plan to "spring any surprises" 
in the call on the legislators, 
adding that he intends to have 
the recommendations of each of 
the commissions in the hands 
of the 135 legislators at least 
30 days in advance of the spe- 
cial session.,,,, ..,.

problems— city riots and the 
war in Vietnam— are like hand* 
cuffs on America for no one has 
found the key to either. Since 
this year's riots the air has been 
packed 
with suggestions for 


preventing or eliminating them! 
more jobs for the Impoverished, 
more money for their areas, 
more recreation, more educa- 
tion, sterner police action. 


It's odd how often the people 


of goodwill in their ideas for a 
cure concentrate on more be- 
nevolence and ignore or hardly 
mention the criminal elements 
in the riots even though they are 
a product of slum conditions. 


With great speed Congress be- 


gan hearings 
and President 


Johnson set up a distinguished 
commission to investigate riots. 
But it's doubtful any remedial 
legislation will result from the 
congressional hearings 
this 


year. 


And there won't be any solu> 


tions from the President's panel 
this year. It won't finish its 
work 
until about mid-1968. 


Meanwhile, there may be more 
riots this year and worse ones 
next year. 


This past weekend the United 


States 
hugely intensified its 


bombing in Vietnam and John, 
son announced he would send up 
to 50,000 more troops to Viet- 
nam by next June 30, bringing 
the total there to 525,000. 


That will be about 500,000 


more than were there in early 
1965. But, despite the U.S. troop 
buildup and the escalation of the 
bombing which didn't begin un- 
til early 1965, victory looks no 
closer now than then. 


Johnson 
himself, repeating 


what he said last January, told 
Congress last week: "I wish I 
could report to you that the con- 
flict in Vietnam is almost over. 
This I cannot do, 


"We face more cost, more 


loss, more agony. For the end is 
not yet. I cannot promise that it 
will come this year-or come 
next year." 


At the rate it's going it could 


go on for a number of years, for 
as the United States increases 
its effort, the North Vietnamese 
intensify theirs. 


And this week the New York 


Times, in a full-page report on 
the stalemate after all the op- 
umistlc 
utterances 
by other 


U.S. officials, hit at the war's 
most sinister cancer. This is the 
indifference of the masses of 
peasants about the outcome. 


Yet, over the weekend Clark 


Clifford, one of Johnson's spe- 
cial envoys to sound out think- 
ing among U.S. allies in this 
war, said they agreed their 
goal "is the right of self-deter- 
mination" of the people of South 
Vietnam. 


But the elections coming up 


there soon, although supposed to 
be a form of self-determination, 
are almost a cinch to keep in 
power the little group of mili- 
tary leaders who run the show 
now. 


Ironically, this country where 


the allies want the people to 
have self-determination would 
likely collapse in chaos If the 
strong-armed 
military men 


didn't 
run the show. They'd 


probably undercut any civilian 
leadership. 


But the military men haven't 


shown any particular perception 
about the need to win the inter- 
est and allegiance of the masses 
if a stable government is to be 
established when the war ends. 


In short, the people haven't 


been reached or inspired. The 
only ones who seem to be 
following an ideal are the Viet 
Cong and the North Vietnamese. 
All this makes Vietnam, aside 
from the shooting part of it, look 
exactly like Vietnam under the 
dictatorship of President Ngo 
Dinh Diem from 1954 until he 
was assassinated in 1963. 


By then, and as a result of 


Diem's 
failure 
to build * 


government desired and sup- 
ported by the masses, the Viet 
Cong overran the countryside 
and brought on the American in- 
volvement to make one more 
try to keep Vietnam out of corn- 
munism.

lion—the ultimate possible fig- 
ure presented by Johnson — Is 
governed In a free economy by 
a basic law. 


Briefly stated, when the sup- 


ply of goods Is plentiful and the 
demand low, the price will be 
low. But when the supply Is short 
and demand high the price will 
rise. 


The same law applies to fi- 


nancing a deficit. 


The administration is to cut 


spending to trim the potential 
deficit, a course urged strongly 
by some Republicans. Beyond 
that, however, It must borrow 
money or raise taxes, or both. 


With higher taxes and spend- 


ing cuts, Johnson says the defi- 
cit can be cut to between $14 bil- 
lion and $18 billion. It's this 
amount which must be borrow- 
ed.
